Boundaries of Wards 

Wind No. I.—The boundaries of this ward starts from 
the crossing of eastern tnbutory of Ohuari Kliad and Cantt. 
boundary line lrom Cantonment Boundary pillar No, 4 to 5 
(which is about, 60 metres away from boundary pillar No. 
4) and runs noilh e„steinly along boundary une upto pillar
